through the past three months 
has been excellent, perhaps the 
greatest falling off has been 
noticed in volume of advertis- 
ing in the paper, but the reason 
for this is readily explained by 
the attitude of many stamp 
dealers who want to quit adver- 
tising the minute things begin 
to look bad for them, when as 
a matter of fact that is one 
time when they should give 
more close attention to their 
advertising. For our part, our 
business in other lines has shown 
a steady increase due wholly to 
our efforts to build it up rather 
than to worry about what the 
future is going to bring. 

Right now we are doing some 
remodeling which will add about 
600 square feet of floor space to 
our plant. This work consists 
of tearing out an automobile 
ramp at the rear corner of the 
building and closing it up and 
putting in new flooring and 
changing a stairway to the base- 
ment of the building. At a later 
date we hope to set a new press 
in this space. 

Then we are adding to our 
space for our mail order de- 
partment which has to do with 
stock and the mailing out of 
albums and supplies. An ad- 
ditional loft is being built which 
will give us much added floor 
space. 

At the same time we are 
having made three large tables 
for our bindery and mailing 
room. 

New equipment is also to be 
set in within a week or so. We 
are adding an automatic Dexter 
feeder to our cylinder press on 
which the paper is printed. This 


will speed up production on this 
press. We are putting in a new 
paper drill for punching holes, 
etc. 


In addition to the above 
equipment and work which is 
under way, we are looking for- 
ward toward the addition of a 
new folding machine, a new saw 
trimmer machine and a mitering 
machine. After that we hope to 
get to the point where we can 
add a gang stitcher and last 
but most costly of all a num- 
ber 2 Kelley press for use on 
the paper. 

This is a very extensive pro- 
gram and will mean the ex- 
penditure of close to $10,000 
when completed. We have hopes 
of seeing this accomplished with- 
in the next couple years. 

While we did offer stock in 
the Corporation, but a very small 
amount has ever been sold. Such 
as has been sold has been in 
small lots of mostly one to four 
or five shares and the money 
obtained in this manner has not 
been of great help in re-equip- 
ping our plant. What we need 
is to dispose of a block of stock 
of about $5000 in one lump, 
then we would be able to add 
all of the equipment we need 
at one time. Such a sale of 
stock would put us in excellent 
shape to step out and go ahead 
as we have been planning and 
we do not know of any inves- 
ment that a man with capital 
could make that we believe 
would be any more safe than 
an investment in Linprint stock. 

Ten years ago this business 
was but a small commercial 
plant, employing five to seven

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The Largest and Smallest 


HERE are several claimants to 
being the largest postage stamp | 
and a number of others which 
have their supporters to the dis- 
tinction of being the smallest 
stamp.

we will ignore the stamped envelope 
stamps as few collectors include them 
in their foreign collections, it being gen- 
erally agreed that its difficult to de- 
termine just where the stamp on some 
envelopes starts and stops. This article 
will limit itself to the adhesives. 

The largest postage stamps from sev- 
eral viewpoints are the Chinese Express 
Letter stamps used from 1905 to 1916, 
unique in postal history in more ways 
than one with their peculiar form and 
manner of use. They might easily be 
the origin of that old saying about the 
heathen Chinese. In the early 1900s the 
Chinese Post Office suffered from the 
competition of private posts, these com- 
panies cutting considerably in the Im- 
perial revenues by their speedier service, 
their runners picking up mail and de- 
livering it much quicker than the gov- 
ernment’s service. 

In 1905 the government established 
an Express Letter service similar to our 





present day Special Delivery with the 








2% inches high, being separated into 
four parts by roulette or perforation. 
The size varied as the stamps were 
printed in sheets of five, the cutting into 
books of singles causing some variation. 
The Republic issues (1912-1916) were a 
little larger and even more cumbersome 
in operation, measuring some 21% inches 
by 934 inches, being divided into five 
portions of which two bore a design fea- 
turing a wild goose. All sections of the 
stamps were numbered, the five portions 
being used for these purposes: first por- 
tion at left end remained as stub in the 





was returned to office of mailing as 
proof of delivery, and the third is be- 
lieved to have been given to the sender 
as a sort of return receipt on payment 
of a fee of five cents, otherwise being 
kept at office of delivery for their rec- 
ords. This third portion had a form 
printed on the back with space to fill 
in time of receipt and for addressee sig- 
nature. The chief difference between the 
Empire and Republic issues is that the 
former had no portion which remained 
on the letter when delivered. 

Unused entire copies of these stamps 
have about the same status as unused 
postage due stamps of the United 
States, since it was forbidden to sell the 
stamps to anyone. Unquestionably the 
Express Letter stamps are postage

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the accepted manner of postage stamp, 
the writer feels that the whole stamp 
is collectible. No other stamps were re- 
quired on Express Letters unless the 
letter was overweight, they then paying 
that extra charge only. After 1916 these 
stamps became merely forms on a par 
with the receipts given in our country 
for registered letters, the postage paid 
being affixed to the letter in regular 
postage stamps. Though Chinese postal 
officials have stated they did not con- 
sider the Express Letter forms as stamps, 
they did say they used them as such 
and anything used as a postage stamp 
would seem to be one to our way of 
thinking. 

Next largest in size among postal emis- 
sions are the Cubiertas of Colombia, 
termed Insured Letter stamps in Scott’s. 
Cubierta as one of its literal translations 
means “cover” and with their huge size 
these stamps certainly did just that. 
First issued in 1865 they remained a 
peculiarity of the Colombian postal sys- 
tem until 1905. These are the largest 
adhesives ever issued since they measure, 
with slight variations, some 2% inches 
by 5 inches, the entire stamp being 
affixed to the letter, they being gummed 
for that purpose. They do not appear to 
have been issued other than as singles, 
always imperforate with approximate 4 
inch margins. There are no indications 
that they ever paid the actual postage 
on letters, their purpose being to pay 
the insurance fee only. The large size 
was necessary to enable the sender to 
write in name of addressee, the contents 
and their value, sender’s name, date etc. 
This broadcasting of information to any 
who chanced to see the letter proved a 
blessing to bandits and dishonest postal 
clerks for it was simple to pick out the 
valuable letters from mails passing 
through their hands. A traveler through 
the country at the turn of the century 
reported that for this reason the system 
was rot popular, many persons finding 
their valuables were safer in ordinary 
mail. At first there were two kinds of 
these stamps, a 25c inscribed “sin con- 
tenido” which was for mail without dec- 
laration of value; the other “Con con- 
tenido” for mail on which the value was 
declared. The first was discontinued 
shortly afterward as it conflicted with 
the Registration service. In 1888 a set 
rarging in denominations from 5 cen- 
tavos to 1 peso was put into use and

it seems the 
rate was changed from the blanket 
charge of 50c to a graduated one. The 
various federated states had their own 
cubiertas and the government had in- 
numerable varieties for its own official 
mail. 

The largest postage stamps ever issued, 
paying postage and used without any ifs 
of buts in their entirety are the United 
States 1865 issue of Newspaper and 
Periodical stamps. Just a fraction over 
2 by 3%4 inches vertical rectangles, 
printed in sheets of 40 in three denomi- 
nations, 5c, 10c and 25c, all perforated. 
These were brought into use by an at- 
tempt of the government to compete 
with the private express companies and 
others who handled much of the news- 
paper mail for publishers. These 
agencies accepted the bundles at railway 
stations and delivered them to news 
vendors at such points, thus speeding 
considerably the distribution of the 
papers and avoiding the delays if the 
bundles had to be taken to a post office 
at each point. These are also the only 
U. S. stamps to indicate on their face 
the law authorizing their issue, stating 
“Sec. 38, act of Congress approved 
March 3, 1863.” This act stated in the 
section referred to: “The Postmaster 
General may from time to time provide 
by order the rates and terms upon which 
route agents may receive and deliver at 
the mail car or steamer, packages of 
newspapers and periodicals delivered to 
them for that purpose by the publishers, 
or any news agents in charge thereof, 
and not received from nor designed for 
delivery at any post office.” First issued 
October 1, 1865, the stamps remained in 
use until about February i, 1869, when 
the post office reverted to cash payments 
without the use of stamps. Much news- 
paper and periodical matter is even to- 
day delivered in the above manner and 
even larger quantities by the railroads 
and express companies outside the

mails. The 25c which pictures Lincoln 
was the first stamp to portray the late 
president, being issued only five months 
after his death and months before the 
issue of the better known 15c of 1866. 
The 5c and 10c show Washington and 
Franklin respectively. The cancellation 
was made in proportion to the size of 
the stamps and its unsightliness together 
with the manner of use resulted in used 
copies being scarcer than unused and 
most of them being damaged. For can- 
celling a brush was used to smear ink 
across the stamp! 

Most collectors (and not a few dealers) 
have vague and conflicting ideas of 
what is the smallest postage stamp. This 
is due to the smallest stamps having 
been issued so long ago by an obscure 
and hardly popular stamp issuing di- 
vision. 

To the state of Bolivar on the north- 
ern coast of the Republic of Colombia 
goes the honor for issuing the smallest 
postage stamps, honors which it has held 
by a wide margin (or should we say 
smaller?) since 1863. Until 1904 the 
various Colombian states issued their 
own stamps for their postal services 
which operated in connection with the 
national government’s service, the latter 
being somewhat unreliable due to the 
continual civil warfare of the first fifty 
years of the republic. These stamps of

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Bolivar measure just ¥% inch wide by 
15/32 inch high, imperforate, in sheets 
of 28 with a guide line between the 
stamps to facilitate cutting them apart— 
rather necessary as they were very close 
together. The first issue was a 10 cen- 
tavos in green and a 1 peso in red, the 
10 centavos being changed to red in 
1866. Despite the small size, the design 
is clear containing the wording “E. U. 
de Colombia—Correos del Estado— 
Estado de Bolivar” and the value around 
the coat of arms. Though replaced after 
ten years by larger stamps they have 
been seen on covers as late as the 1890s. 
An unusual feature in connection with 
their use is that at the time they were 
used to pay the postage on letters, the 
huge cubiertas were used to pay the in- 
surance fees—a study in contrasts in 
stamp size. 

Next smallest stamp is the Yd Vic- 
toria, first issued in 1874 in a rose color, 
both on white and rose tinted paper. In 
February, 1901, it was re-issued in a 
bluish green and a few months later re- 
placed with a new design which differed 
principally in the addition of the word 
“Postage” to the design. These small 
half-penny stamps were made approxi- 
mately one-half the size of the normal 
one-penny stamps, resulting in their 
measuring 7/16 by 3% inches.

little under 544 inch square, being just a | 


trifle larger in area than the Victoria. 
| The first issue was in blue, varying con- 
| siderably in shade. In 1873 the stamp ap- 
peared in green with the design changed 
so that the crown was a mural crown in- 
stead of the royal crown of Spain. In 
1877 the original %c was re-issued in 
green though re-engraved and continued 
in use for the next forty years without 
change, and is believed to have been 
available for postage for an even longer 
period. These were, according to early 
catalogs, printed and issued in fours, 
though this appears to have been done 
as a matter of convenience as the 
stamps were generally used singly. All 
were imperforate. 

Runner-up in smallest stamps are the 
4-4 schilling stamps of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, a former German principal- 
ity. These were printed so that quarters 
of the stamp could be so used if desired, 
but generally they were used as issued, 
complete in four sections. When per- 
forated, the perforations were around the 
whole stamp, the quarters having to be 
cut apart. 

The obvious disadvantages of small 
stamps has accounted for so few very 
small stamps and most governments 
have made their stamps as large as was 
convenient. The writer would be inter- 
ested in hearing from collectors or 
dealers having any of the stamps men- 
tioned in this article in sheets or on 
cover, that further data on them may be 
assembled, particularly as to their use 
and postal rates requiring them.

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We print here in its entirety the il- 
lustration bill recently passed by Con- 
gress. On February 17th, regulations 
as permitted in the bill were issued by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. These 
permit the illustration of United States 
stamps but not actual size of stamp. II- 
lustrations must be three-quarters or 
one and one-half times the actual size 
of the stamps themselves. 

A point brought out by this bill was 
that heretofore no regulation existed 
against illustration of cancelled U. S. 
stamps, a fact not generally known. It 
is understood that there is no change 
in regulations regarding illustration of 
foreign stamps. Note that at any time 
the Secretary may issue new regula- 
tions and cancel any previously made, a 
fact viewed with uneasiness by publish- 
ers. 

Gimbels,. the New York department 
store, is believed to be the first to use 
the privilege, for the N. Y. Sunday 
Times of February 19th reproduced 
several U. S. in the firm’s advertise- 
ment. 

It is assumed that there is no change 
in rules for illustrating foreign stamps, 
which have in the past been illustrated 
in any size but with some defacing mark 
on the cut. 


AN ACT 


To permit the printing of black-and- 
white illustrations of United States and 
foreign postage stamps for philatelic 
purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, That the Postmaster General 
shall prepare, in such form and at such 
times as he shall deem advisable, and, 
upon his request, the Public Printer 
shall print as a public document to be 
sold by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, illustrations in black and white 
of postage stamps of the United States, 
together with such descriptive, histori- 
cal, and philaielic information with re- 
gard to such stamps as the Postmaster 
General may deem suitable: Provided, 
That notwithstanding the provisions of 
Section 52 of the Act of January 12, 
1895 (U. S. C., 1934 edition, title 44, 
sec. 58), stereotype or electrotype plates, 
or duplicates thereof, used in the publi- 
cations authorized to be printed by this 
section shall not be sold or otherwise 
disposed of but shall remain the prop 
erty of the United States: And provided 
further, That notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of section 7 of the Copyright 
Act of March 4, 1909 (U. S. C., 1934 
edition, title 17, sec. 7), or any other 
provision of law, copyright may be se- 
cured by the Postmaster General on 
behalf of the United States in the whole 
or any part of the publication author- 
ized by this section. 


Sec. 2. The Act of March 3, 1923 
(U. S. C., 1934 edition, title 18, sec. 
350), is amended to read as follows: 
“That (a) nothing in sections 161, 172, 
and 220 of the Criminal Code, as 
amended, or in any other provision of 
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The Illustration Bill and The New Resulations 


law, shall be construed to forbid or pre- 
vent the printing, publishing, or im- 
portation, or the making or importa- 
tion of the necessary plates for such 
printing or publishing, for philatelic 
purposes in articles, books, journals, 
newspapers, or albums (including the 
circulars or advertising literature of le- 
gitimate dealers in stamps or publish- 
ers of or dealers in philatelic or his- 
torical articles, books, journals, or al- 
bums), of black and white illustrations 
of— 

“(1) foreign revenue stamps if from 
plates so defaced as to indicate that the 
illustrations are not adapted or intended 
for use as stamps; 

““(2) foreign postage stamps; or 

“(3) such portion of the border of a 
stamp of the United States as may be 
necessary to show minor distinctive fea- 
tures of the stamp so illustrated, but 





all such illustrations shall be at least 
four times as large as the portion of the 
original United States stamp so illus- 
trated. 

“(b) Notwithstanding any other pro- 
vision of law, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, subject to the approval of 
the President, may, upon finding that 
no hindrance to the suppression of 
counterfeiting and no tendency to bring 
into disrepute any obligation or other 
security of the United States will re- 
sult, by regulations, permit, to the ex- 
tent and under such conditions as he 
may deem appropriate, the printing, 
publishing or importation or the making 
or importation of the necessary plates 
for such printing or publishing, for 
philatelic purposes in articles, books, 
journals, newspapers, or albums (includ- 
ing the circulars or advertising litera- 
ture of legitimate dealers in stamps or 
publishers of or dealers in philatelic or 
historical articles, books, journals, or al- 
bums), of black and white illustrations 
of canceled or uncanceled United States 
postage stamps. The Secretary, subject 
to the approval of the President, may 
amend or repeal such regulations at any 
time. Such regulations, and any amend- 
ment or repeal thereof, shall become 
effective upon publication thereof in the 
Federal Register or upon such date as 
may be specified therein if later than 
the date of publication. All findings of 
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fact made hereunder shall be final and 
conclusive and shall not be subject to 
review.” 


Sec. 3. Section 147 of the Criminal 
Code is hereby amended by striking out 
the period at the end thereof and add- 
ing a comma and the following: “and 
canceled United States stamps.” 


Sec. 4. Section 172 of the Criminal 
Code is hereby amended by the addi- 
tion of the following new paragraph -at 
the end thereof: 

“Except as to counterfeits, material, 
and apparatus referred to in the preced- 
ing paragraph, all articles and devices 
and any other thing whatsoever made, 
possessed, or in any manner used in vio- 
lation of any of the provisions of chap- 
ter 7 or sections 205, 218, 219, or 220 
of chapter 8 of the Criminal Code, or 
the Act of August 26, 1935 (U. S. C,, 
1934 edition, title 18, ch. 7, and secs. 
328, 347, 348, 349, and 349a, ch. 8), as 
amended, or in respect to which a vio- 
lation of any such provision has occur- 
red, and all material or apparatus fitted 
or intended to be used, or that shall 
have been used in the making of such 
articles, devices, or other things, that 
shall be found in the possession of any 
person without authority from the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury or other proper 
officer to have the same, shall be taken 
possession of by any authorized agent 
of the Treasury Department and for- 
feited to the United States and dis- 
posed of in any manner the Secretary 
of the Treasury may direct. Whoever 
having the custody or control of any 
such articles, devices, or other things, 
material, or apparatus shall fail or re- 
fuse to surrender possession thereof 
upon request by any such authorized 
agent of the Treasury Department shall 
be fined not more than $100 or im- 
prisoned not more than one year, or 
both. Whenever any person interested 
in any article, device, or other thing, or 
material or apparatus seized under this 
paragraph files with the Secretary of 
the Treasury, before the disposition 
thereof, a petition for the remission or 
mitigation of such forfeiture, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, if he finds that 
such forfeiture was incurred without 
willful negligence or without any inten- 
tion on the part of the petitioner to 
violate the law, or finds the existence 
of such mitigating circumstances as to 
justify the remission or the mitigation 
of such forfeiture, may remit or miti- 
gate the same upon such terms and 
conditions as he deems reasonable and 
just.” 


Approved, January 27, 1938. 





In the Federal Register, official jour- 
nal of the United States Government, 
was published on February 17th the reg- 
ulations for illustrating United States 
stamps, which follow: 


REGULATIONS RELATING TO ILLUSTRA- 
TIONS OF UNITED STATES POSTAGE STAMPS 
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Treasury Department 
Office of the Secretary. 


Section 1. Authority for regulations. 
These regulations are issued under au- 
thority of section 2 (B) of the Act of 
Congress of January 27, 1938, entitled 
“An Act to permit the printing of black 
and white illustrations of United States 
and foreign postage stamps for philatelic 
purposes.” 


Section 2. Finding of fact. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury with the approval 
of the President, finds that no hindrance 
to the suppression of counterfeiting and 
no tendency to bring into disrepute any 
obligation or other security of the United 
States will result from the issuance of 
these regulations. 


Section 3. Illustrations permitted. The 
printing, publishing and importation and 
the making and importation of the 
necessary plates for such printing and 
publishing, for philatelic purposes in ar- 
ticles, books, journals, newspapers and 
albums (including the circulars and ad- 
vertising literature of legitimate dealers 
in stamps and publishers of and dealers 
in philatelic and historical articles, books, 
journals and albums) of black and white 
illustrations of cancelled and uncancelled 
United States postage stamps are per- 
mitted, provided that such illustrations 
are of a size less then three-quarters or 
more than one and one-half, in linear 
dimensions, of each part of such stamp. 


Section 4. Repeal or amendment of 
regulations. The regulations may be 
amended or repealed at any time, which 
amendment or repeal shall become effec- 
tive upon publication thereof in the 
Federal Register or upon such date as 
may be specified therein, if later than 
the date of publication. 


Section 5. Effective date of regulations. 
These regulations shall become effective 
upon publication thereof in the Federal 
Register.

Ecuador Constitution Stamps 


To the growing number of stamps 
issued to commemorate the Sesquicen- 
tennial of the United States Constitu- 
tion was added on February 14th seven 
regular postage and seven airmail 
stamps from Ecuador. Their appear- 
ance postponed repeatedly, the set is 
well worth the wait. The same size 
as the popular Honduras, these are al- 
most its equal for beauty. All are in- 
scribed “Commemorative of the Ses- 
quicentennial of the adoption and pro- 
mulgation of the Constitution of the 
United States of America. 1787-1789. 
1937-1939.” The postage design shows 
eagle and condor at left and right re- 
spectively in ovals; Liberty holding the 
flag of Ecuador in the foreground 
against a background of an Andean 
scene. The airmails have George Wash- 
ington and the Ecuador coat of arms 
in large ovals in the upper corners with 
the central portion of the design show- 
ing an eagle holding the flags of the two 
republics in their natural colors. The 
denominations are 2c, 5c, 10c, 20c, 50c, 
1 sucre and 2 sucres in each set. Though 
supposedly issued on Feb. 14th, copies 
were in dealers’ hands in the United 
States on the 15th. 


Zeppelin Flights To Be 
Resumed 


The German Zeppelin operators ex- 
pect to resume their trans-Atlantic 
flights in May with the new helium- 
inflated Zeppelin, now nearly com- 
‘pleted. Collectors of Zeppelin covers 
and stamps can now dust off their al- 
bums and get ready to take up where 
things were left off when the Hinden- 
burg was destroyed last year. 


E-Gypt Does It Again 

Again the Egyptian post office has 
issued a stamp in all too obviously 
small quantities. On January 20th the 
5 mills stamp commemorating the Wed- 
ding of King Farouk was placed on sale 
at Cairo. Since only 200,000 were 
printed and the face value was less than 
three cents, only five were sold to pur- 
chasers fortunate enough to get to the 
stamp windows. The result was a long 
line to the windows.—Philatelic Trader. 


30,000 Penny Blacks 
Auctioned 


In the course of a two day sale the 
first week of January, the firm of 
Harmer Rooke & Co. of London sold the 
American formed Williams collection of 
over 30,000 Penny Blacks. Average spe- 
cimens brought 50c to $1.25, while the 
price of £82/10 (about $412) was real- 
ized for a rare plate variety. Completely 
reconstructed sheets sold for $350 to 
$450.—Philatelic Trader.

CHANGE IN NUMBERING 


The Feb. BEE lists the changes made 
in the forthcoming bureau catalog. 
They all concern the 1%4c F. Face, 3c 
Stuart, and 4c Taft, both coil and sheet 
stamps. The reason they were not re- 
corded in numerical order is that they 
were listed as they appeared and they 
did not appear in that order. The 144c 
F. F. and 4c Taft appeared before the 
3c Stuart. It was deemed advisable to 
make this change before the new issue 
appeared so that there would not be so 
much changing around all in one issue. 

The stamps will be arranged in this 
order as sheet stamps: 


B92 1'%4c FF 
B94 3c Stuart 
B95 4c Taft 


and thus as coils: 


B142 1%c FF 
B144 3c Stuart 
B145 4c Taft 


It will be noted that there is but one 
change in the sheet stamp numbers, that 
in the 4c Taft, but in the coils the num- 
bers are all changed around. Now the 
coil numbers end in the same digit as the 
sheet stamps. This carries out the num- 
bering policy as used on previous issues. 
The BEE states that there also will be a 
table showing the corresponding Scott 
Catalog number for each Bureau Print 
catalog number.

There is NO 121 coil from Rahway, so 
if the loot was of 1c coils they might 
have been the old 101s. However, the 
BEE states they were 140s or 1%c 
Front Face Harding coils which seems 
most probable. These are listed.

When the change of the city type 
plate was made last winter from the 
U-16 plate to the new double line U-17 
it was stated that this was due to the 
fact the old U-16 plate was in bad shape. 
Some of the last appearing specimens 
seemed to bear this out. But now we 
have a new reason that the plate was 
changed. In the two previous plates used 
at the capitol city the name Washing- 
ton was abbreviated this according to re- 
ports grieved certain users of precancels 
and some dignified officials. They felt 
that the fair name of Washington should 
not be slighted, they felt this to such an 
extent that now we have the new plate 
spelled in full. 


NortTH CHICAGO, ILL. 


I came upon an 8c current in a type 
that looked different to me. Checking 
up in the catalog I found that the cur- 











rent plate had been damaged and the 
subjects used to replace the damaged 
ones had thicker bars. This checks up 
with the item I have. I also noted that 
North and Chicago are much closer to- 
gether than in the original plate items. 
Vertical pairs from this plate showing 
both types on the one pair would be in- 
teresting pieces. 


JACKSONVILLE, ILL. 


In making lists of the popular U-17 
electro Jacksonville, Ill., is always men- 
tioned. To my way of thinking this U-17 
from Jacksonville is not of the same fam- 
ily as most of the new U-17s mentioned. 
What I mean is this, this U-17 of Jack- 
sonville is listed as far back as the 1932 
catalog and perhaps is in older catalogs 
than that also, while all of the other 
U-17s are products of the past year or 
two, are outgrowths of the not any too 
successful U-121 metal handstamp types. 
I consider the U-17 of Jacksonville the 
pioneer of all U-17 types.

A Diplomatic Postmark 





When the time came to settle the 
question of wording for the postmarks 
for use at the post offices at the 1939 
New York World’s Fair, the Post Office 
Department found itself on the spot and 
a hot spot, too. The site of the Fair is 
within the city of Flushing, not New 
York. But the Fair was New York 
City’s, not Flushing’s. Flushing in the 
person of its congressman demanded the 
postal marking read “World’s Fair Sta- 





tion, Flushing, N. Y.” while New York 
City alarmed at such attempted theft of 
the glory, demanded they be designated 
as a branch of the New York City post 
office. Not all the diplomats are in the 
State Department as can be noted by 
specimens of the postmark now in use. 
It reads “World’s Fair Sta. N. Y.” neatly 
sidestepping both Flushing and New 
York City!

LINN'S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS, 531-33 N. PARK ST., COLUMBUS, OHIO 
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U.S. NOTES 


Under this heading we will print notes on 
U. S. issues, past and present, _and our _Tead- 
ers are asked to submit interesting varieties or 


items. Be sure when requesting a reply to 
send a stamped envelope or card. Plate vari- 
eties will be listed but be sure the very 


minor spots, etc., are constant varieties be- 
fore sending them in for listing. If a _ vari- 
ety is identical on several sheets then it’s a 
safe assertion it’s constant. Commonly mis- 
taken for plate varieties are the white spots 
occurring frequently on the rotary press 
stamps in the solid colored portions of the 
stamp, these being ink varieties of no value 
and differing on every stamp. A plate variety is 
generally in the color of the stamp, rather 
than colorless. Any items of interest on U. 
S. are welcome. 





Frequent reference is made to the 
American flag on the Viking ship on 
the 5c Norse. A photograph was used 
of the replica ship sailed to the United 
States in 1893 for the Columbian Expo- 
sition. The following clipping of that 
time may be of interest: 

“On July 12 the Viking arrived from 
Norway under command of Capt. Mag- 
nus Anderson, the builder of the strange 
boat, which was a reproduction of the 
ancient Norse war vessel, the Gokstad- 
find. The feat of sailing the stanch 
little cockle-shell across the Atlantic 
after the manner of Lief Erikson’s voy- 
age of a thousand years ago, won for 
Capt. Anderson and his hardy crew 
well-merited praise. In an address of 
welcome Mr. I. K. Boyesen, represent- 
ing the Norwegian citizens of Chicago, 
said: 

“Tt is now 1,000 years since the vik- 
ings ruled the sea. They touched every 
known shore with their viking boats. 
Through courage and daring they car- 
ried terror to every land where they 
touched. They also took with them their 
love of liberty and left the impress of 
their institutions. Through their incur- 
sions into France and England the in- 
stitutions of this country have derived 
many of the characteristics which pre- 
vailed among the vikings. The town 
meeting was carried by the Norsemen 
into England and by the puritans into 
this country. It is the same as the 
Norwegian ‘folke mote.’ The same 
physical energy, courage and pluck 
which the vikings showed applied to 
art, industry and civilization will pro- 
duce as great effects in progress and 
development as in the days of battle-ax 
and sword in conquering countries and 
in winning battles. These same quali- 
ties have borne fruit in the civilization 
of the northwest, where the descendants 
of the vikings have applied their ener- 
gies to the spade and the plew, the 
schoo]-hnuse end the hnme’” 





Postal Markings reports the best 
tracing paper they have tried to date is 
“K. & E. Popular Tracing Paper No. 
179T-26” costing 5c a sheet. They state 
excellent results are obtained if “Crow- 
quill pens” of the better grade—Gillott’s 
—are used with waterproof India ink. 
rooms papered with them. Now comes 
This may prove helpful to those of you 
who go in for tnaking tracings of can- 
cels etc. 





The forgotten stamp of the United 
States is the 10c Orange Special De- 
livery stamp No. 1892 to complement 
the Columbian Exposition Commemo- 
rative Issue. Because the blue Special 
Delivery of the time conflicted with the 
color of the lc and 4c Columbians the 
Post Office Dept. issued the stamp in 
orange during the year the Columbians 
were current. Though no change in de- 
sign was made and therefore the stamp 
bears no indication of commemorating 
anything, it no doubt has a right to be 
placed with the Columbian series in our 
albums. 


First appearance of an Indian on our 
stamps was on the $60 Newspaper 
stamp of 1875. This is supposedly Min- 
nehaha, the heroine of Longfellow’s 
poem. The Post Office Department’s of- 
ficial book issued last year simply de- 
scribes the figure as an “Indian Maiden.” 





24c Inverted Center 





The 1918 24c airmail stamp with in- 
verted center is a perennial favorite for 
stories of its origin and a recent issue of 
Weekly Philatelic Gossip carries an ar- 
ticle by the man who bought the only 
sheet, W. T. Robey. In general the ar- 
ticle adds nothing to data available, ex- 
cept that the statistics are given for the 
first time in a direct manner. The old 
fallacy that these stamps were printed 
in sheets of 400 is brought in, though. 
The three 1918 airmails were printed 
from plates of 100, but since the sheets 
were generally trimmed on two sides to 
make them of a size to match the cur- 
rent stamps, most collectors assumed 
they were printed in sheets of 400. It 
is interesting to note that one eastern 
dealer has been threatening to tell the 
“true story” of this stamp and we await 
with interest his version. 


A joint House resolution authorized 
the Post Office Department to issue a 
series of stamps for the Seventh Poultry 
Congress and Exposition, we read in the 
Washington Post.
